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T HAT your Subject, on the 26th Day of Oclober 1750, did obtain, 
in the Conſiſtory Court of the Biſhop of London, a Definitive Sentence of 


Divorce from Bed and Board ayainſt his ſaid Wife, for Adultery with 
the ſaid Henry Parminter ; from which Sentence ſhe, for Delay, did 


appeal to the Arches Court of Canterbury; but, not proceeding on, and 
afterwards renouncing ſuch her Appeal, the ſaid Cauſe Was, on the ſeventh 
Day of May. 1751, remitted, and the ſaid Sentence ſtands in full Force, 
THAT the faid Henry Parminter is now a Priſoner in the Fleet 
for Debt, and not capable to anſwer any Damages your Subject might 
recover againſt him, in an Action at Law; for criminal Converſation 
with the ſaid Eligabetb. 
AND as your ſaid Subject's ſaid Wife hath, by her adulterous Be- 
haviour, diſſolved the Bond of Marriage on her Part, and your ſaid Sub- 
ject now ſtands deprived of the Comforts of Matrimony, and may be 
expoſed to have a ſpurious Iſſue to ſucceed him in ſuch Eſtate and Effects 
as he now is or may become entitled to, unleſs the ſaid Marriage be 
declared void and annulled by Parliament.

MA it therefore pleaſe your Moſt Excellent Majeſty, out of your 
princely Goodneſs and Compaſſion to your ſaid Subject's Misfortune and 
Calamity, That it may be Enacted, And he it Enacted by the 3 
moſt Excellent Majeſty, by, and with the Advice and Conſent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament 
aſſembled; and by the Authority of the ſame, That the faid Bond of 
Matrimony being violated and broken, by the manifeſt and open Adultery 
of the ſaid Elizabeth, be, and is from henceforth wholly diflolved, annulled, 
vacated, and made void, to all Intents, Conſtructions, and Purpoſes whatſo- 
ever; and that it ſhall and may be lawful to, and for the ſaid Danie/ 
Laſcelles, at any Time, or Times hereafter, to contract Matrimony, and 
to marry (as well in the Life-time of the ſaid Eliaubetb, as if ſne were 
naturally dead) with any other Woman or Women, with whom he might 
lawfully marry, in Caſe the ſaid Elizabeth was not living; and that ſuch Ma- 
trimony when had and Celebrated, ſhall be a good, juſt, and lawful Marriage 
and Marriages ; and ſo ſhall be adjudged, deemed, and taken to all Intents, 
Conſtructions, and Purpoſes ; and that all and every Child and Children 
born in ſuch Matrimony, ſhall be deemed, adjudged, and taken to be born 
in Wedlock, and be Legitimate, and Inheritable to, and ſhall Inherit the

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And be it further Enacted, That the ſaid Daniel Laſcelles ſhall be 
intitled to be Tenant by the Curteſy of the Lands and Inheritances of ſuch 
Wife or Wives as he ſhall ſo marry, and ſuch Wife or Wives as he ſhall fo 
marry, ſhall be intitled to Dower of the Lands and Tenements whereof 
the ſaid Daniel Laſcelles ſhall be ſeized of ſuch Eſtate whereof ſhe or they 
ſhall be Dowable, as any other Husband or Wife reſpectively, may or 
might Claim, have or enjoy; and the Child or Children born in ſuch 
Marriage or Marriages, ſhall and may derive and make Title by Deſcent 
or otherwiſe to, and from any of their Anceſtors, as any other Child 
or Children may do, any Law, Statute, Reſtraint, Prohibition, Ordinance, 
Canon, Conſtitution, Preſcription or Cuſtom, had, made, executed or 
uſed to the contrary of the Premiſes, or any of them in any wiſe notwith- 
ſtanding. 

And be if further Enacted and Declared, by the Authority afore- 
ſaid, that all and every Child or Children, as well Male as Female, which 
at any Time, ſince the laſt Day of January 1741, hath or have been born 
of the Body of the ſaid Elizabetb, Wife of the ſaid Daniel Laſcelles, (if 
any ſuch there be) are Baſtards, and Spurious Ifſue, and not the lawful 
Iſſue of the ſaid Daniel Laſcelles, on the Body of the ſaid Elizabeth his 
Wife begotten ;-and that no ſuch Child ſo born, fince the faid laſt Day of 
January 1741, nor any other Child or Children, which hereafter ſhall be 
born of the Body of the ſaid Elizabeth, now Wife of the ſaid Daniel Laſcelles, 
- ſhall be deemed, taken, or reputed to be the lawful Iſſue of the ſaid Daniel 
Laſcelles, on the Body of the ſaid Elizabeth begotten. 

2nd be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That the 
faid Elizabeth, ſhall be, and is hereby barred and excluded of and from 
all Dower and Thirds, and of and from all Right and Title of Dower and 
Thirds, or other Claim or Demand in, to, or out of the Lands, Tenements 
or Hereditaments, of the ſaid Daniel Laſcelles. 

Provided, That nothing in this Act contained, ſhall extend, or 
be conſtrued to extend, to vacate or deſtroy any Proviſion made for the 
Maintenance, Support, or Benefit of the ſaid Ehzabeth.
